Government Officials Making Inves- 
tigation~of Occurrence of 
Mineral in B, C. 

Officials of the geological survey 
branch of the departinent of mines 
who have recently made investiga- 


tions regarding the occurrence of 
platinum-bearing ore in British 
Columbia have reported that there 


are bright prospects of sccuring this 
metal in good quantities, Prelimin- 
ary investigation was made along the 
Tulameen river by Mr, G, C, Mac- 
in Ot- 
tawa, and Mr. Charles Caimsell of 
the geological survey office in Van- 
A light prospecting outfit, 
including three Umpire drills was 
carried, but no holes were drilled, 
Arrangements were make with many 
persons who were taking out small 
quantities of platinum that they 
would take their product to Prince- 
ton, whence it would be sent to Van- 
couver to be assayed, At the Van- 
cotuver assay off government offi- 
cials are «prepared to pay $105 an 
ounce, the current market price for 
all metal that may be offered, 

Investigation into the extent of 
deposits of platinum in the various 
districts of British Columbia where 
it is thought this precious metal is 
to be found, will be carried on in 
an extensive way during the next 
few weeks, An official of the de- 
partment of mines is at present in 
the Kootenay. district, sampling 
ground reported to contain platinum, 

The white metal has been mined in 
British Columbia for seyeral years,

Where wood Is to be burned in a 
stove or furnace intended for coal {1 
will be found desirable, the foreat- 
ers say, to cover.the grate partly with 
sheet iron or firebrick to reduce the 
draft. Hf this is not done the wood 
is wasted by béing consumed too 
fast, and makes a very hot fire, 
which, in a furnace, may damage the 
fire box. 

It is pointed out, however, that 
heat value is not the only test of 
usefulness in fuel wood, and since 
ninety-five per cent, of all wood used 
for fuel is consumed for domeatic 
purposes, largely in farm houses, 
such factors as rapidity of burming 
and ease of lighting gre important, 

Each section of Canada has its 
favored woods, and these are said to 
be, in general, the right ones to use} 
Hickory, of the non-resinoys weeds, 
has the highest fuel value per unit 
volume of wood, and has other ad- 
vantages, It burns evenly and, as 
housewives say, holds the beat, The 
oak comes next followed by beech, 
birch, and maple, The white pines 


have a relatively low heat value per 
unit of volume, but have other ad- 
vantages, They ignite readily and 
give out a quick, hot flame, but one 
that soon dies down. This makes 
them favorites with rural housekeep- 
ers as a summer ‘wood, because they 
are particularly adapted for hot 
days in the kitchen.

He points out that his own people 
have never given to Canada the con- 
sideration which she deserved, and 
fears that in this country lle the 
germs of future trouble for the Unit~- 
ed States. It is here that he makes 
his great mistake. No matter what 
may He in store for Canada, this 
country will never be a menace to 
the United States, That some change 
in our relationship to each other is 
certain to follow the war and may 
be desirable from the point of view 
of both Canadians and Americans 
can be taken for granted without 
forebodings. Whatever happens to 
Canada, she will regard the United 
States as her friend. 

The writer says that there have 
been occasions in~our history when 
this country might have become 
part of the United States, with no 
objection raised by Great Britain, 
and with the good-will of the major- 
ity of Canadians, had it not been for 
the indifference or even hostility of 
American statesmen to the scheme, 
He says that far-sighted American 
public men considered the grave dan- 
ger of Canada as part of the Ameri- 
can Union adopting one of the two 
political parties there as the Cana- 
dian party. If the provinces of Can- 
ada, as states in the union, declared 
for the Democrats they would un- 
doubtedly put the Republicans out of 
business, and similarly would de 
stroy Democratic hopes of success if 
they all voted Republican. At pre- 
sent the balance between the two 
parties in the United States is fair- 
ly even, a condition which is sup- 
posed to conduce to good govern- 
ment, This balance might be de 
stroyed should Canada enter the 
union. 

The ‘writer says that the United 
States could not afford to look on un- 
moved if as a resut of the war Can- 
ada was drawn closer in the bonds 
of the British Empire, and therefore 
became more interested in European, 
African, and Asiatic politics.
